Present¬ 
ly there arc 165 children' at 
CARIH, 15 of them from 
California, all free of charge. 

Children ustially stay at 
CARIH for one to two years 
during which time a home 
atmopishere, with h,ou.se par¬ 
ents, is maintained for them. 
Attendance, by bus, at pub¬ 
lic schools and churches is 
an their schedules whenever 
and if possible. While there, 
the children are taught to 
live with their Individual 
conditions without panic; to 
live normal, productive lives. 

Asthma is an inability to 
breathe well, with causes 
varying from person to per¬ 
son. All children accepted at 
CARIH must be betewen 6 
and 15 upon admission and 
their case must be intrac¬ 
table (steadily worsening 
despite competent medical 
care at home).

,iolt since 1964? An overall 
increase of 17% per cent, 
land Increase 35 per cent. 
With an expected rate of 
$13.53, this adds up to a tax 
of $^0. That is, before 
Homeowner’s Exem p t i o n 
which will be about $100. 
When we apply this tax, the 
cost of living index, the in¬ 
crease in maintenance and 
repairs, to equal the 1949 
rental value, we would have 
to rent our hou.se, unfur¬ 
nished. tenant to maintain 
grounds, for $1,000 a month. 

When I asked the real 
estate feller if he could rent 
our house for a $1,000 a 
month, he looked at me like 
I was tetched. He said, “you 
might get $200, at the very 
most $250.” 

In 1952 we bought the 
little place next door. Lot 
only 37% feet wide. The 
house very old, but charm¬ 
ing, really cute. Taxes were 
$59. Good deal! The re.nt 
would pay the taxes and 
maintenance on both places! 
The rent was $75 a month, 
tenant maintained grounds. 
In 19.56 the taxes were $65, 
rent $85. Tena,nt maintained 
grou'nds. 

Now the jolt on that lot 
is an' overall increase of 42 
per cent, land value 66 2/3 
per cent. This brings the 
land market value to $10,000. 
The real estate feller says if 
the lot were vacant he does 
not think we could get more 
than $5,.500 for it. Apparent¬ 
ly the appraiser had no re¬ 
spect for lot size. The ad¬ 
joining 75 ft. lot was also 
increased' $4,000. Apply the 
above formula, the tax on 
the little place will be close 
to $460. 'To equal the 1956 
rental value, the rent would 
have to be $600 a month. 
Little old houses, although 
cute and charming, just 
don’t bring this kind of rent. 

The value of real property 
to the owner is decreasing. 
Wonder what the outcome 
will be? Will the property 
owners get relief? Eventual¬ 
ly will the government take 
over all real property? Will 
the “little home” one house 
to a lot, be doomed? Pass 
into history? As the Victor¬ 
ian houses have?

This does not mean there are no ill efTects, but that 
they cannot be catalogued and predicted exactly. 

4. Involvement with this drug during the years while the 
young pcusonality is finding and shaping itself, and learning 
how to deal with life's problems, is an intangible danger to 
try to measure, but of deep importance. That’s a hard fact for 
the young to understand. 

5. The possession of marihuana is illegal under local 
laws. In many states, it is a felony, equivalent to the 
possession of heroin. The law s provide severe penalties. Even 
being in the company of someone w ho possesses marihuana 
may make your child liable for arrest. 

Easy answers to hard questions. 

There aren’t any. If your children ask, “What about 
parents’ drinking and .smoking?” a partial answer is that 
your body and personality have matured. Once anyone 
becomes dependent on any drug, including alcohol and 
cigarettes, it can be difficult to stop. Even if you're convinced 
they’re harmful. 

“Why do adults say marihuana leads to stronger drugs 
when that hasn't happened to my friends?” A teen-ager’s 
experience is limited; it has happened. While marihuana 
itself does not lead to other drug use, association with 
“dealers” and drug users may be the first step to 
experimenting with LSD, speed and even heroin. And these 
drugs are far more than a stronger form of pot. 

“What about the people who say pot is OK?” To be 
honest, scientists still don't know' everything about the 
specific effects of marihuana. But certainly, the “authorities” 
your children quote, know even less. No expert is saying 
today that pot should be legal. 

It boils down to this. Marihuana is a risk nobody has to 
take. Least of all somebody you care about.

Know enough basic facts about marihuana to talk to 
your son and daughter about it. 

As a parent, you’re concerned. You read that college, 
high school, even junior high students smoke marihuana. 
What about your own son or daughter? Have they tried it? 
Would they tell you? Do you just keep quiet and hope—do 
you talk? 

Youryoungstersmayjoke about grass, tea, joint, roach, 
head—words that mean something diflerent to you. They 
seem to know more about drugs than you do—that’s their side 
of the generation gap. But not all their “facts” may be facts. 

Can you talk frankly to your child about pot? 

As frankly as about other important matters, with tact 
and mutual respect. It may be easier to start by discussing 
marihuana experiences he’s heard of from his friends. You 
won’t want to come across as accusing or angry—it’s as risky 
to assume he does “turn on” as to assume he doesn’t. Keep it 
simple, direct. And make sure your concern for him, and 
what happens to him, shows. 

Who uses pot, and why? 

More boys than girls. Girls are likelier to try if their 
boyfriends smoke it. A majority of young people have not 
tried it, and have enough self-assurance to resist trying it. A 
number have tried it once or twice out of curiosity or 
boredom. A smaller number “turn on” just on weekends. A 
small percentage become “heads”—their lives centered 
around marihuana or other drugs, with very little interest 
in anything else. 

What proven facts about marihuana can you tell him? 

1. Individuals react very differently to this drug, which 
is why you hear stories of extreme reactions, and stories of 
no reactions. 

2. Reactions vary according to setting, expectation, 
pattern of use, and the strength of the marihuana (which 
varies greatly). 

3. Becau.se of all these variables, little has been proven 
conclusively about specific effects of marihuana on the mind
